It has placed 470,000 per- 
sons on the national pension list 
already. It has cost us 40 bil- 
lions of dollars.4 And that rep- 
resents more than just dollars. 
Today we have a. quarter to a 
third of the American people be- 
low a decent standard of living. 
If that 40 billions of wealth had 
remained in America, these peo- 
ple would not be in this plight. A 
large segment of our people haye 
already been impoverished for a 
quarter of a century. And the 
end is not yet. 

We may need to go to war 
again. But that war should be 
on this hemisphere alone and in 
the defense of our firesides or our 
honor. For that: alone should we 
pay the price. 

The endless books tell us how 
the Great War originated. They 
'do not agree. But some salient 
facts do stand out that are per- 
tinent today. It began by a quar- 
rel between three dictators—the

Ossification of the Organs of a Living 


Person Odd Disease; Man’ 8 Eyes Affected { 


The eyes of a man in Pasadena 
are gradually turning to stone in 
his head. _ 

Cases! of ossification—when the 
tissues and organs of living persons 
turn to stone—are rare. Only 71 
have been recorded in medical his- 
tory—-and of that number the case 
of the Pasadena. man, referred to 
as “Mr. Z.”" by American medical 
authorities, is the only one known 
where the-disease has affected the 


eyes, obsetvers a writer in Pear- - 


son's London Weekly. 

“Mr, Z."" has been a victim of the 
disease since 1933. Complete ossi- 
fication may take from 10 to 16 
years. The only known cure is said 
to be the surgical removal of the, 
parathyroid gland. 

Recently an Australian was saved 
from being literally pressed to death 
by having a casing of stone round 
his heart chipped away by surgeons. 

Not only the heart and the eyes 
may be attacked by stone deposit. 
Sometimes it is the lung. Rarely 
does the whole body become the 
field. df the hardening process and 
the “living statue’ become reality. 
But this is possible. A young Amer- 
ican girl who was affected in this 
way ‘ed. in 1934. 


| The Fdisease is caused by over-. 


activity of the parathyroid gland, 
which causes the transfer of the 
calcium from the bones to the soft 
tissues of the body.

Should 
this solidify in one- mass, ossifica- 
tion sets in. 

The disease is exemplified in a 
minor way when the lime settles out
